THE GREENING OF AMERI- 
CA: HOW THE YOUTH RE- 
VOLUTION IS TRYING TO 
MAKE AMERICA UVAELE, by 
Charles A. Reich. New York, 
Random House, 1970. $7.95. 

"Every so ofter there com^ 
along a book that condenses a 
vast social mood, a demand, 
a change, into a public event. 
The thing described has been 
rippling beneath the surface, 
nibbling at the senses but not 
acknowledged or confronted in 
the headquarters of conscious- 
ness. Then, with the sudden- 
ness of an accumulated storm, 
the book is out and so is the 
secret." (Psychology Today, 
February, 1971) THE GREEN- 
ING OF AMERICA shouts its 
secret and the accompanying 
storm of controversy concern- 
ing it grows into a hurricane. 

As its title indicates 
("green" as a verb indicates 
a process by which a person 
is easily duped or deceived), 
the book describes the trans- 
formation of pioneer America 
to corporate America with its 
consomitant change in phil- 
osophy and life-style. Mass 
America participated unknow- 
ingly in the change and now 
suffers from the consequences 
inherent in the metamorphosis. 
Establishing this as his thesis. 



Reich next contends Out ttie way 
out of this corporate hell Is to 
be found in the goals of the 
young. Their goals he labels 
as "Consciousness HI." But 
this development had previous 
beginnings. 

"Consciousness I" was the 
consciousness behind the orgin- 
al American dream. This 
dream be deflnea as a mixture 
of individual degnity and ra- 
pacity: at best that of the set- 
tler and builder; at worst that 
of tlie robber barons. 

Out of this evolved "Con- 
sciousness H," tbe now domin- 
ant consciousness of the cor- 
porate state. Traditionally lib- 



eral, it gave birth to the New 
Deal, the "systematic solu- 
tion," andthe "establishment." 
"CoBsdousness ni," contends 
Reich, is vliat has begun tQ 
emerge from all this Qurough 
the young and their "energy 
of enthusiasm." Its basic stance 
is one of openness to any and 
all experience. It is a way 
of life always in the state of 
becoming. It is a method to 
once again give man back bis 
humanity. "Consciousness 
ni," is "childUke, breathtess, 
reverent, iumcent, anticon- 
sumptionist, ..wc^ld -minded, 
NtidE, optinttsfl[& JoyM an4 
lOHn^ and sooMttmes ocmdtt- 
tlve."

The result is that a lot of 20 year olds throughout the country 
now have hearing defects common to 60 year oMs. 

Big rodtet engines generate ear destroying sounds. Tbay 
emit sinister inaudible waves of low ftequency called "lafra- 
sound." 

AT HIGH levels infrasound causea the body to rewnafte 
at its flrequency. This interfares with breathing and vision 
and causing diaiiness, mental confusion and ihtigua. 

If high en(Hifl^, it can even cause death. It causes the internal 
organs to vibrate. 

A Frendi sdeirtlst is currantty working on a device to 
harness the forces of infrasound for ndlitary use. He ht^s 
to project a narrow beam of sound at the enemy to Idll or 
render them disabled. 

There is reason to believe th^ loss of hearing in old age is 
ttia result of a lifetime of exposure to noise rather than tbe 
aging process, to prove this, a study of the Stone Age level 
Mabaan tribe in the SMan ia died.

better than yoimg men in industrial sodeties. Stress rahttad 
ailnients, often assodalted with ndse, sudi as heart dUetta, 
high blood pressucjs, and odiers, are unknown to them.

More L. P. Gas Allowed 
On Chesapeake Bay B-T. 



In another move to accommo- 
date vacationing motorists who 
travel in campers and trailers, 
the Chesapeake Bay Bridge- 
Tunnel has more than doubled 
the amount of compressed gas 
that can be hauled over and 
under the Bay via the 17.6 
mile long ocean-going highway. 
. Now travel trailers, camper 
trailers, self-propelled 
campers, mobile homes and 
other vehicles can carry up 
to two 45-pound tanks of I.C.C. 
approved jg^s. Formerly the 
manitium was two 20-pound 
compressed gas containers. 

As before, the containers 
must {|ave valves properly 
closed. ^ securely attached 

m tinff nmM tbf tm&. 

the valves must remain closed 
ttoflf Hmdes have cleared tiie 
fadlity. In addition, the con- 
teiners must be constructed, 
installed and maintained in ac- 
cord^ce wltl) 1970 regulations 
and specifications of the U.S. 
Department of Transportation 
and the National Fire Protec- 
tion Assodatlon. 

Many vehicular tunnels do 
nd permit ttiecarrylngof com- 
pressed gas. Ottiers insist 
that tanks must be purged and 
a note of certification must 
be presented before the vehi- 
cle is permitted to enter the 
fSidUty. 

According to J. Clyde Mor- 
ris, Executive Director of the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge- 
Tunnel, the regulations of the 
Virgida "seaway" are believed 
to be among the most lib^al 
in the country. 

"Our area," he pointed out 
"is visited by many families 
who travel in recreational 
trailers. Within 100 miles of 
the Bridge-Tunnel are two of 
the coimtry's finest national 
seashores — Assateague off 
the Eastern Shore of Virgida 
and Cape Hatteras off the coast 
of NOTtfi Carolina. We want to do 
everything within the limits of 
safe driving to help Americans 
enjoy those facilities as well 
as the many other fine camp 
grounds in Virgida." 



Earlier this year the Bridge- 
Tunnel instituted a new toll 
schedule that reduced chargts 
for most vacationers. 

The revised toll schedule, 
wMch went into effect on Jan- 
uary 1, 1971, instituted a flat 
fee for vehicles, eliminated (lie 
per passenger diarge and re- 
duced the tolls for camper ve- 
hicles. 

The new toll for a passenfir 
car towing a 1-axle trailer is 
$7.75, regardless of the num- 
ber of persons in the group. 
Formerly the charge would have 
been $10 for the car, trailer 
and driver, plus $.85 per |ia§- 
senger. A four-member fiinl^ 
thus would have paid $12.£' 
HiSb more than It would p^f 
today. 

New foil for a car to«^ 
a 2-axle trdler is $10.25,<i«di&- 
pered with the previous, rate 
of $12, plus the charge for extra 
passengers. Trailer tolls now 
are based on a $2.50 per axle 
charge. The rate for a two- 
axle passenger car, pldnip or 
panel truck or station wagon is 
$5.25. 

Tl» new toll schedule malo* 
tains the discount "thru ticket** 
for passenger cars crossing 
the Chesapeate Bay and Hamp* 
ton Roads Bridge-Tunnels wid 
extends the special ticket toln<r 
dude i^ck-up and panel trwsks. 
The "thru ticket" forapassen«< 
ger cars and small trtida 1j|: 
$5.75 or 75 cents less titan ttw 
two tolls would be if paid sep- 
arately. Passenger cars wad 
small trucks towing trailers are 
also eligible for thru tickets. 

The Bridge-Tunnel commis- 
sion also amended its LP gas 
regulations to per mlt pus^iger 
vehicles that use LP-gas as a 
motor fiMl to carry a)Otalners 
up to 90 pounds LPG ciyia- 
dty. Trucks LPG containers 
can be up to 180 poundi Ip 
capadty. Some polMlon- 
minded motorists are sapp- 
ing their automobiles to use 
compressed gas i^d} has ooljr 
one -tenth of one per cent pat c 
bon, far less than c(MiventloQi| 
motor fiiels.

Uncle Sam, he had a farm; 

Eee-aii-eee-aii— oh! - 
And on this farm he had a 
horse . . . 

Charlie worked for Uncle Sam in 
Washington, D.C. Recently it was de- 
cided he'd have to be terminated, for 
he oHild no longer pull his share of the 
load. Grown hopelessly old and out of 
it at 28, th^ faithful employee could no, 
longer c6pe with a normal 63-hour 
work weelL. If he had been human, the 
Government would have retired him. 
But since he was "only a horse," it de- 
ckfed to auction him off. 

Charlie's origins ue Pennsylvania- 
obsaae, his ancestry scrambled. As a 
gekled draft horse, his limitations in 



life were decided «u'ly, and without his 
approval. Littte do people know that 
Charlie can claim that there is royal 
blood in his tired veins; for the original 
draft horses were bred to carry the 
crushing weight of armor-clad kni^ts. 
Nowadays, however, this lineage only 
makes him appear ponderous and dull. 
He is just another plow horse with a 
placid and forghring disposition. 

The farm Chariie lived on is the 
Children's Fann in suburban Washing- 
ton, D.C. Run by our National Park 
Service, it is made to Uxk like the.tyiri- 
cal family farm of SO yean ago. Thou- 
sands of children visit ibt farm every 
year, and Charlie was a favorite. Hap- 
py, wondering inner-city youngsters 
could poke, prod and pet him at will. 
Kids would climb on his broad badi 
and twist their fingers in his mane. 
When he was able, he'd pull them 



around the farm by the wagonload, 
giving them what was probably their 
only opportanity to experience horse- 
power on the hoof. 

The Children's Farm is one of the 
happiest of Federal projects, and Char- 
lie never lacked loving attention. 

But there is one sad thing about 
farms. Nature is progressive. Piglets 
become pi^, and pigs grow into sloppy 
sows and boorish boars. Chickens, 
ducks and rabbits multiply effortlessly. 
To keep from being overrun, a farmer 
has to deal off the surplus and the 
senile. And this is particularly sad at 
the Children's Farm because every 
animal there has become a pet. 

As November deepened into chill De- 
cember last ytn, the time for the farm's 
auction rolled around. Many people 
came — most of them farmers, plus a 
few sentimental folk. One person in the 



crowd was Phyllis Wright, director of 
the National Humane Education Cen- 
ter. Mrs. Wright was there because the 
Humane Society s^nds tn a refuge for 
cast-off animals. In the eiarly bidding 
she acquired a ram and a jenny mule. 
Charlie, the sentimenUl favorite, was 
held for last. 

Finally, the aged animal was led for- 
ward to stand philosophically before the 
flesh merchants. "We don't give a guar- 
antee on this one!" proclauned the auc- 
tioneer, and there was laughter from 
the crowd. Nevertheless, the bidding 
was spirited. 

"$80, $85, $90, $95 . . . Soldi" 
Phyllis Wright did her best to buy 
Charlie, but she had run short of 
money. The farmer who claimed Char- 
lie said he planned to fatten him up. 
He mi^t fetch as much as $200 from a 
caniwr of dog meat. 
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But the fanner didn't 
reckon on the muscle of 
animal power — particularly 
when it is aided and abetted 
by the local ih^ss and TV. 
When news of the auction 
got around, Charlie became 
a VIA <Very Important 
Animal). Reporters began 
writing stories about him. 
A local TV personality ex- 
pressed his outrage— on iht 
air. When more than 300 
people called up the Hu- 
mane Society — all of them 
bent on ransoming Charlie 
— pandemonium broke 
loose. 

"Husbands and wives^d 
they had talked it over and 
agreed to cut their Christ- 
mas spending in order to 
save Charlie," Mrs. Wright 
says. "They pledged %5, 
$10. $20." Kids caUed in 
to offer dimes ajKl quarters. 

The Humane Center got 
in touch with the fanner. 
He held out for the top dol- 
lar and got it— $200. 

A horse trailer was final- 
ly dispatched to pick up 
Charlie Brown (for that's 
what his new friends call 
him). He is installed in the 
closest known thing to 
horse hMven on earth: the 
140-acre Humane Society 
facility set in rolling Vir- 
ginia countryside near tfie 
charming village of Water- 
ford. He'll never have to 
move a^uo. 

The Humane Center in- 
vites the public to tour its 
farm and learn. It teaches 
people-to-animal attitudes 
and practices to all its vis- 
itors, and staff members 
from humane societies all 
over the nation go to Water- 
ford for seminars. 

On the Sunday after 
Christmas, the Center host- 
ed "Cbartie Brown Day." 
The locil ladies got togrth- 
er a charity "Flea Market," 
serving punch and cookies 
to alL About 400 came to 
show thdr love for Charlie 
and donate funds to insure 
Us upkeep.

• At least so says Sylvia Parker, found- „. 
er of Mothers-In-Law (MIL) Interna- ■ 
tional, a mushrooming organization that"" 
already ^claims several hundred mem- 
bers, A mother-in-law herself, Mrs. 
Parker, who lives in Cedariiurst, Long 
bland, claims that MILs are unhappy 
and^depressed because they are at best 
tolerated or at worst despised. "We are 
determined to change our image and 
assist MILs to achieve a normal family 
relationship in which independence is 
equal, dependence mutual and dbliga- 
tions reciprocal. 

Comedians who do mother-in-law 
jokes win draw the wrath of the "moth- 
e-ettes" (a term suggested by Mrs. Park- 
er). "We will switch channels on TV, 
write letters of protest to the station and 
harass such low-lifes out of existence." 

How did mothers-in-law become the 
target of thousands of disdainful jokes? 
According to humor experts, mothers- 
in-law are easily victimized because au- 
diences love the underdog.

mother-in-law suffered death? The Yu- 
catim Indians of Mexico stOl believe 
that if a man comes face to face ^th 
his wife's mother he can never have 
chOdren. Among the Navajos in Ameri- 
ca the mother of the bride doesn't even 
go to the wedding. A Navajo believes 
that if he looks upon the face of his 
MIL he win go blind." Now that mili- 
tant MILs are surfacing and demand- 
ing a new respect, according to Mrs. 
Parko', all this will be changed. 

A large group of angry MILs meet 
moitthly at Mrs. Parker's home to air 
their grievances and seek guidance for 
the future. Some MILs bring along their 
daughters-in-law for a face-to-face con- 
frontation. "Wlwre's the respect?" one 
middle-aged woman demanded aggres- 
sively at a recent Weting. "You give 
them everything, thai they get married 
and you're nothing." 
S"lf I had had a big mouth and in- 
sulted my daughter-in-law bade at the 
beginning, maybe Fd get sonu req)ect," 
complains anothw. "Is it my fault I 
haven't sees my grandson in a yeai? 
Why?efiecause, die hates me, and my 
son just lets this go on." 

"What this group reflects is the ten- 
dency of nib groiq>s to get together and 
try and work out their problems," as- 



serts Dr. David R. Hawkins, director of 
the North Shore Mental Health Center 
in Long Island. "There is something in 
the relationship of mother-in-law and 
daughter- or son-in-law that brings out 
neurotic conflicts in both. Mothen-in- 
law are beginiung to fight back." 

"We have been a despised and ridi- 
culed minority for too long." chips in 
Mrs. Parker, "and it makes absdutely 
no sense. Because to be a mother-in- 
law, you must first have been a mother, 
which automatically means you are re- 
spected and revered." 

Mother-in-lawhood, according to the 
psychologists who have studied the sub- 
ject, strikes us as unexpectedly as age. 
Only yesterday a woman's life was 
crowded with children. Suddenly, the 
house is empty _|ind she is on the brink 
of disaster, living in bewildered neglect. 

It is a question of whether today's 
young generation finds old age or "med- 
dling parenu" the most distasteful of 
subjects, but both are certainly high up 
on the list It's not that we want our 
children back," complains Mrs. Parka, 
"but they should realize that mothos 
become unonployed in a soise wlwn 
their children leave them. It can be a 
terriUy lonely feelmg. Not all mothers- 
in-law are angels, of course some can 



be quite demanding. Particularly, the 
type that is always trying to get her 
daughter to try things in her marriage 
that the mother couldn't achieve in 
hers. We tell all our MILs to "redis- 
cover" their husbands, take second 
honeymoons and. above all, don't live 
for your children. That jdoesn't mean 
that a mother-in-law must become just 
a memory. She is still a mother, after 
all, and must continue to function as a 
mother, but on a reduced scale. And 
wives might do well to remember that 
they, too, will be MILs some, day." 

MIL International is beginning to at- 
tempt to mediate mother-in-law, daugh- 
ter-in-law disputes by discreetly having 
a third party call the aggrieved MIL 
or DIL and set up a meeting "to talk 
things out." "We are strongly in favor 
of clinics for newlyweds where they can 
interact with some of our MILs," ad- 
vocates Mrs. Parker. 

Mrs. Parker has been getting an out- 
pouring of grievance mail since she be- 
gan MIL International. Oddly enough, 
much of it is coming from daughters- 
in-law who want their viewpoints aired, 
too. Here is what one wrote: "Young 
people are really disillusioned. They 
know little of hate, mistrust, deceit. 
They want to be loved and accepted 
by the parents of their spouses. It is 
when the parents pick on them, find 
fault with diem and criticize everything 
they do that young people begin to 
rebel. Why can't you in-laws give your 
daughters-in-law a little love and en- 
couragement? If your son fell in love 
with the girl and wants to spend the 
rest of his life with her, she can't be all 
that bad." 

Mrs. Parker answered as follows: 
"Young people rebel not because thdr 
parents pick on them, as you say, but 
because this is the path to adulthood. 
As a Swedish proverb goes, 'Being 
young is a fault which diminishes 
daily.' Most in-Iaira want to give love 
and encouragement, but it it rarely ac- 
cepted. It is misconstrued as 'not let- 
ting go' or being 'meddlesonw.' I re- 
ceive hundreds of letters from women 
aroum! the country who have tried for 
human contact rad respect but have 
been driven away from the very ones 
whose love tfiey seek. The key to get- 
ting along is wanting to." 
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Another DIL comment- 
ed: "A wife cannot respect 
her husband when any 
woman, whoever it might 
be, is bossing him around." 
Another wrote: "In-laws 
should continue to give of 
themselves freely, with ao 
strings attached. Even if we 
forget that letter or phone 
call, it doesn't mean we 
aren't thankful." 

MIL International has 
elaborate plans and pro- 
grams for upgrading tfidr 
lives and reputations. "We 
would like to see a moth- 
erette day in August and 
maybe select a daughterlin- 
law of the year as wdl," 
Mrs. Parker discloses. "We 
would like to see Federal 
and local govemnwnts pro- 
vide added tax incentives 
for families that have par- 
ents living with them." 

Another pM peevv of 
MILs is the nursing home 
*— "depots for old people." 
Youngsters who tiuti their 
parents over to uncaring 
custodians are "emotional 
criminals" in the view of 
Mrs. Parker. 

Mrs. Parker, whose hus- 
band Dan runs a trucking 
business, experienced first- 
hand the abandoned parent 
syndrome. "I took care of 
my ailing mother for five 
years after she suffered a 
stroke, at a time when my 
own brothers and sisters 
would not lend a hand." 
Now she has two sons of 
her own, Gary, 21, a con- 
tented bachelor, and Allan. 
24, married to Sherry, 21. 
How does she get along 
with her own daughter-in- 
law? "We haw misunder- 
standings," Mrs. Parker 
concedes, "but I try to air 
my feelings openly, ttjad she 
does the same."

Htn'% how, viewing the sketch 
from left to right: 

The Cloud Eye draws its inspiration 
from a bright, clear 'day in sununer. 
Monochromatic, it's meant to achieve 
a young, bright-eyed Idok. The tech- 
nique: a pastel blue is wrapped softly 
around the eye in featl^red strokes, 
using Yardley's Sliadow Sheen gel eye 
shadow in Cloud Blue and Under Eye 



le 
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Sheen in a paler tint of the same color. 
To complete the look, a rectangle of 
extra coats of the shadow was appHed 
£rom top to bottom on upper lid just 
above the center of the eye and a blue 
dot under center of lower lid. This is 
a makerup trick that has the effect of 
making the white of the e^ brilliantly 
white. According to experts, it only 
works with the color blue! The eye- 
lashes were then coated extravagantly 
with Lash-A-Lot shiny e^lash-building 
mascara and a niere>thrMd of a line 
applied close to roots of upper lashes 
with Easy liner, an automatic gel eye- 
liner with brush, to define the eye.

I slipped behind the wheel 
of die dual-control Dodge, 
buckled my seat belt and 
grinned reassuringly at the 
observer riding beside me. If 
the J'lorida Jaycees wanted to 
prove something about drink- 
ing drivers, they were going 
about it the wrong way. After 
all, the five of us are profes- 
sionals — ^we average 50,000

miles on the road each year. 
A few drinks wouldn't throw 
us of!. 

Or 10 I thmight 

This was my f ourUi run in three hours, 
and I knew each obstacle like the badk 
of my hand During this time I had 
drunk 12 ounces of 86-proof whis- 
key, but I wasn't legally drunk. My 
blood-alcohd level registered .09. Flori- 
da doesn't connder you uitoxicated un- 
less that levd is at least .1. And Florida 
is tou^; dmost half our states set the 
level at .15. So I feh confident. 

The first test was simply baddng be- 



tween two rows of pylons. I knodced 
down seven of them, but for some rea- 
son it didn't even boUier me. 

Next came four two-by-four's set on 
edge with just a tire's widtfi between 
each pair— a snap for anyone accus- 
tomed to keqiing a 200 mph dragster 
on the straight and narrow. V aimed 
carefully and gunned the car through. 
Well ... not exactly through. I bounced 
raggedly over them. 

Shnifging it off, I snaked quickly 
through the sopentine course, creaming 
several markers, and roared on to the 
next test I was supposed to run over 
two rows of wooden disks, but some- 
how I couldn't find than. I blamed this 
on the fact that the disks were similar 
in color to the dirt surface. Actually, 
they were cleaiiy visible to sobo- on- 
lookers several hundred feet away. 

I managed the fifdi test all right, but 
the next one really ihock. me — a pofHip 
figure rq;>re8enting a pedestrian, or 
maybe a child running after a baU. 
Even thou^ I was ready for it, the 
figure didnt register in time and I came 
to a screeching halt 10 feet past it. Don 
"Big Daddy** OarUts had just "kiUed" a 
pedestrian. I was shocked. Sudi a thing 
seemed impossible! 

But the nightmare wasn't over yet. 
Next came two double sets of pylons. 
There was plenty of room between 
them, and I thought I had made it — 
until I looked back and saw the course 
littered with pylons. This thing had be- 
come unreal. 

I dopped thrott^ a hard left turn 
and headed for a traffic light that auto- 
matically turned red at my approadi. 
Once more I goofed and sUd to a stop 
right in the middle of the "intoiection.'' 

One final test.' All I had to do was to 
stop with my front wheds on a line. 
Any drag raoer can do this predsely — 
it's the way each race is started. But I 
overshot 1^ an unbeUevaUe two feet 

I returned to the pits bsdiy shaken. 
My score for this run, based on a pos- 
sible hundred points, was 53. My first 
run, driven while sober, scored 99. 
Wldle that was a critical drop, the fig- 



ures didn't tell the whole story. What 
about that "pedestrian" I ran over? it 
that had been a real person, my score 
would have been zero. 

According to the insurance compan- 
ies, one out of 50 driven on the road is 
drunk. Not just drinking, you undo-- 
stand, but drunk. Only one state (Utah, 
which sets the line at a blood-alcohol 
level of .08) would have considered me 
"drunk" when I nude that last run. 

But drunk or not, I was obvioudy hi 
no condition to drive. If I had been on 
the road I might have killed somebody. 
Maybe me. Maybe even you. 

Prasently available data on the drink- 
ing driver is, for the most part, based 
on averages. Our test threw doubt on 
some of these statistics. The pomt is, 
we are all individuals, and we cannot 
depend on averages. The only average 
factor that showed up was that we were 
incapable of good judgment while under 
the influence. 

No harm was done in this case. But 
out there on the highway, where the ob- 
stacles move, and bend and crush when 
you hit them, it's a diff^ent stoiy. To 
guide a car safely through today's traf- 
fic requires skill, mental alertness and 
reflexes honed to a razor's edge. How 
does alcohd affect this? Wdl, last year 
35,000 Americans were killed in crsishes 
where drinking wss involved. And the 
senseless sUughter continues becauae 
people perdst m drivnig after thi^e 
had a few drinks. It's a <feadly gan^le. 

I've b«M dohig a lot of thinking 
about it ktdy. Fve come to the conclu- 
sion that you diouldn't drive even II 
you have had only one drink. That's a 
pretty strong statement, but I thuik it's'^ 
the only i

"It has reached the point 
where I am actually afraid 
for my son's Ufe." The

The speakers were from dif- 
ferent walks of life, different 
age groups and were, primarily, 
faced with different problems.

High Winds, Low Water, 
Hamper Fire Fighters 



An estimated 50 to 75 fire- 
men battled high winds and an 
insuffident water supply Tues- 
day afternoon in tteir 4g|rt a- 
galnst a fire which del^royed 
one home, damaged two dHiers 
and threatened surrounding 
dwellings.

E. B. Bayne, who reportedly

> Bayne said when he entered 
the structure wind was rush- 
ing through an opening in the 
exterior wall, caused by the 
electrical outlet burning out 
tt)at area, fanning flames and 
spreading fire throughout the 
interior. 

Men from the Beach Bor- 
ou^ Fire Department, paid and 
volunteer personml, along with 
men of the Beach Borough Vol- 
tmteer Rescue ^uad were at 
the blaze within moments, 

Bayne indicated the efforts of 
four men were required to open 
a nearby lire hydrant which ^- 
parently had become nearly 
welded shut as tlw result of^ 
salt air and rain over a lengthy 
period of time (^ring which the 
hydrant had not been used. 

Indications are however, the 
hydrant did not produce suf- 
ficient water to fight the fire 
and tankers were called for 
from the London Bridge, Sea- 
tack, amiOceana Volunteer Fire 
Departments. 

By the titm men and equip-

The man has a long record 
of offenses, starting with a 3- 
year term In a reformatory 
as a "wayward minor" when 
he was about 16.

Official word is being awaited 
on wtiether City Manager Roger 
Scott and members of City 
Council will call for an In- 
vestigatiMi into the overall 
operation of the Virginia Beach 
City Jail. 

Such an investigation has al- 
ready been called for \fs V|r- 

Department of Welfare and In- 
stitutions, whidi sets up guide- 
lines for operation of the jail. 

The ipoves follow reports of 
alleged sexual abuse and as- 
sault of a 16 year old juvenile 
while he was being detained 
in the City Jail. 

The indicatimis of City Of- 
fldals calling for tn investi- 
gation oi the jail's operation 
were contained in a Istter trom 
Councilman Reid Ervin pre- 
sented to City Council during 
the regular formal roesting ol 
last Monday. 

Ervin's letter not only re- 
ferredHo the alleged attack m 
a juvenile in the jail as being 
"just another in a long series 
of claims of mistreatment of 
prisoners in thi^ facility", but 
also urged that City Coundl use 
it's Influence to "Insure proper 
investigation of the operation erf 
our present jail and the recent 
charges of sexual abuse." 

The letter also called for a 
study to plan a new jail "In- 
stead of enlarging the present 
outmoded facility." This pro- 
posal had been voiced on Feb. 
23, 1971, Ervln also proposed 
establishment of facilities 
which offer proper detention of 
juveniles while they are await- 
ing the outcome of legal pro- 
ceedings which they might be 
facing,

The facl- 
Ihy Is antiquated at best and 
with this influx of prisoners 
is Incapable of handling the 
overload. Personnel must 
surely be pressured and funds 
must surely be taxed. 

13ut Inhumane treatment of 
Inmates, the type of treatment 
gradually cJming to light, is 
Inexcusable regardless of the 
reasons. Those who have In- 
flicted brutality can only look 
within themselves for the an- 
swer. For that Is where the 
answer lies. 

Separation of juveniles from 
older prisoners Is Important, 
ol. course, but that is not the 



entire problem at City Jail nor 
Is it the solution. It goes far 
beyond that, it goes as deep as 
what a man feels in his heart. 
If he can kick a dog that is 
tied, then he can beat a youth 
who Is helpless. Kindness be- 
gets kindness. Persecution 
breeds rebellion. 

if funds are not available for 
salaries sizeable enough to lure 
intelligent, responsible, and 
compassionate men, then funds 
should be found. Expanding the 
jail Is necessary but that takes 
time and time Is one thing this 
city no longer has if it wants 
to hold up Its head before of- 
ficials throughout the State. The 
city has no jurisdiction over 
City Jail but the blunt of con- 
troversy sure to arise over 
recent happenings will no doubt 
be borne by city, not state, 
officials. 

Delegate Richard D. Guy and 
Councilman Reld Ervin have 
called for action to correct the 
problem, if we falter now, if 
we fqil to achieve reform, the 
next Incident may b^ a tragedy.

A strong wind, atypical "nor* 
easter'% whipped the blaze into 
a holocaust and the home was 
totally destroyed. It was a mi- 
racle that the adjacent home, 
scant feet away, was saved... 
undoubtedly a tribute to our 
fire-fighting teams. 

But the cry for more water 
keeps ringing in our ears. Units 
from Virginia Beach Borough, 
Seatack, London Bridge and 
Oceana were called out but only 
one hose could be used. Water 
pressure from hydrants in the 
area would not allow the use of 
more. In view of this lock of 
water and high winds, if this 
city had not been blessed with 
capable firemen, many of them 
volunteers, several iiomes on 
that block may have been left 
In rubble before the blaze was 
brought under control. 

The Virginia Beach Sun has 
published two articles and one 
editorial in the past two months 
on the city's lack of water 
pressure and inadequate fire 
hydrant maintenance. But no one 
listened. The city claims the 
responsibility is Norfolk's. 
Norfolk admits Virginia Beach 
pays for hydrant maintenance to 



the tune of some one hundred 
and forty-thousand dollars per 
year but isn't sure what speci- 
fic responsibility they have in 
this maintenance. Water lines, 
iHmHtmWi in Beach Borough, 

#1^ Is not Norfolk's respon- 
sibility. Many hydrants mal- 
function and are rendered use- 
less. This is Norfolk's re- 
sponsibility. We have yet, how- 
ever, to determine exactly what 
our sister city, from whom we 
purchase water at an exorbi- 
tant price, does to earn that 
maintenance fee of nearly one 
hundred fifty thousand dollars. 
This cost, by the way, Is charged 
against the city's allocation to 
the volunteer firemen. 

A fireman who is forced to 
endanger his life, the life of 
others and the destruction of a 
home because he cannot get 
enough water through one hbse, 
much less several hoses, Is 
placed in a position far be- 
yond the call of duty . . . whether 
he is paid or not. 

Nine men narrowly escaped 
death in an Oceana fire. Now 
two families have been left 
homeless by Tuesday's fire. 
The next one may be a major 
motel on Atlantic Avenue during 
the height of the tourist season. 

This if a frightening situation 
and one which deserves far 
more consideration than It has 
thus far received. Some nwve 
must be made, and immediately, 
to protect the citizens of Vir- 
ginia Beach.

UP THE SANDBOX, by Anne 
Richardson Roiphe. Simon and 
Schuster, New York, 1970. 
$4.95. 

This is the story of Mar- 
garet Reynolds, "wife and mo- 
ther, not yet thirty....to old 
for an identity crisis and yet 
not pest the age of uncertain- 
ty" with an unfinished master's 
degree, two preschool children, 
a New York apartment which 
becomes overwhelmingly clut- 
tered and unmanageable, and 
a college professor husband 
who can't stand clutter. 

More than this, it is the 
story of any woman wondering 
at the balance, if there is one, 
between responsil>llities to 
family aiKl to oneself. Her hus- 
band urfas her to go back tp; 
^jjudual^^d^ool aiK ^ fiiiisb work , 
on her oc^e, "but then wD^ 
I can't take a job and leave 
him and the children. I can't 
go to conferences or under- 
developed nations. 1 can't 
follow campai^ trains across 
the country...! can't go south 
for baseball tryouts. 1 can 
barely meet a friend for lunch 
and go downtown and have my 
hair cut now and then." 

The compensation for Mar- 
garet Reynolds, is primarily, 
her love for her husband. But 
it's not enough to keep her from 
Walter Mitty type reveries. 
While her children play in the 
park she becomes a truly lil>- 
erated women ( with house- 
keeper, husband, and granlma 
filling in a home) becomii^, 
in flints of fancy, a member 
of the radical black 
group PROWL and mistress 
of its leader as they plan to 
blow up the George Washing- 
ton Bridge; a correspondent 
interviewing Castro about the 
life of women in his country; 
an anthropology instructor (w 
a 6-montb espedition into the 
interior of the Amazon River 
country, and an intern dealing 
with what might be a miracle. 

The book's ending could be 
considered a reafflrmaticm of 
the family, or a copout. Mrs.

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Storms Cause Severe Beach Erosion 



As so(» as the remnants of this 
mek's and tiie March 26th stornis 
moved oKshore, technidans and 
ocetnopai^iers from ^e Virginia In- 
stttyte of Marine Science, Gloucester 
Pdnt, to<& to the beaches to survey 
for erosion damage. Measurements 
of the changes were carefully docum- 
Mied along sli^een profile lines that 
bt%^ been established along Virgin- 
ia's oceui coast. 

The stixly, under the direction of Dr. 
Wyman Harrison, head of the Depart- 
ment of Physical and Geological 
Onanography at VIMS, is being sup- 
ported by a $45,000 grant from the 
U S. Coastal Engineering Research 
C«s^r in Washington, D. C. as well 
U M funds from the VIMS general 
tmi budget. Dr. WilUam J. Hargis, 
Jr., director of the Institute, described 
tin research as part of a larger 
o(»ktinuing program to develop an 
ooderstanding of erosion of Virginia's 
shorelines, beaches and barrier 
islaads. VIMS' scientists are par- 
ticularly concerned that the Common- 
wealth is loosir^ much valuable water- 
front each year. Not only does this 
represent to structures and even costs 
lives. Eastern Shore and Virginia 
Beactt are particularly vulnerable in 
tlif regard. We hope to be able to 
assist in reduction of losses of pro- 
perty and other storm-erosion related 
hazards in the future said Hargis. 
According to Dr/ Harrison, "the 
objed of his project is to develop 
a mathematical model for the rela- 
tionship between ocean storm char- 
acteristics and the erosion of Vir- 
ginia's ocean beacjtes. If we are 
ibl9 to establish the relationship be- 
tween storm intensity and storm move- 
ment and the amount of resulting beach 
diange it will be possible to issue pre- 
dictions of coastal erosion using 
weather-forecast information for each 
atwm. VI\B' profile lines for n^a- 
suving beach changes extend from As- 
sateague Island near the Maryland- 
Virginia line to the Virginia-North 
Carolina boundary. Beach changes on 
tte Eastern Shore barrier islands are 
particularly interesting to the VIMS' 
scientists, in view of possible ocean- 
frwit ctevelopment for some of these 
Islands and need for prevention of is- 
bod destruction. 

"In some places the Smith Island 
OMStline has retreated nearly 1800 
feat over the last 90 years," said 
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Dr. Harrison, "and most of the loss 
occurred during eictensive beach ero- 
sion caused by large storms. We 
hope to deternUne the role played 
in beach erosion by the 'storm surge,' 
or the elevation of ocean level caused 
by the low atmospheric pressure as- 
sociated with intense coastal storms. 
High water flooding over beaches 'flui- 
dizes' them and greatly accelerates the 
erosion process," he said. 

Assisting Dr. Harrison in the field 
work are Mr. Eugene Bichner, of Vir- 
ginia Beach and Mr. David Tyler, a 
VIMS oceanographer stationed at Wach- 
apreague on the Eastern Shore. When- 
ever storms threaten, Bichner and 
Tyler dash out to the beachs, Tyler 
surveying from Assateague to Smith 
IslaiKl and Bichner from Dam Neck 
to the North Carolina line. 

Bichner, an avid beach-buggy enthu- 
siast, can accomplish his profile mea- 
surements in three hours time since 



the area south (^ Cape Henry is more 
accessible. Tyler must get to his 
profiles by boat, car, and on Parra- 
more by an old Jeep that the Coast 
Guard allows ^m to store in the 
station's gargae. ' 

Imme<ttately after the storm waves 
subside Tyler and Bichner rush back 
to the beachea to profile again. .The 
field measuremeitts are sent to Dr. 
Harrison at Gloucester Point. Here, 
Mr. Paul Bullock, a graduate student 
working ' under him, processes the 
field data through special^ computer 
programs that plot the beach profiles 
and determine changes in the volumne 
of beach sand. 

"The storm of March 26-27 caused 
more beach erosion than any since 
the Ash WedMsday storm of March 
1962," said Dr. Harrison. "March 
is the worst month fpr damaging storms 
and so this one «ip no surprise."

A Call For JJ^lpE very Three Minutest 



Wl^n the phone rings in the 
Virginia Beach police depart- 
ment's Communications Center 
one fact Is a certainty.,.some 
one, somewhere in the resort 
city is in a situation in which 
they need assistance. And at 
the other end of that telephone 
they know they will find the 
help they need. 

Each of these calls places 
the responsiblity of having to 
make a split-second decision 
on the shoulders of the police 
Dispatcher recievlng the call 
as to what is the best way 
to handle the situation. The 
very nature of the calls, many 
of them serious, involving pos- 
sible injury or destruction of 
property, determine whether a 
police officer will be sent to 
the scene or if the situation 
can be handled with a word of 
advice. 

In answering one call the 
dispatcher heare a women's 
voice say she was calling from 
the Birdneck Point area: "I'm 
oat. drunk and yuu won't bel- 
ieve me," she said, "Iwt there's 
an airplane in my front yard." 

After obtaining the woman's 
correct address a uniformed 
officer was sent to the scene, 
to discover, in fact, that an 
dirplane was Indeed in the 
woman's front yard. 

Investigation of the matter 
showed the craft, a small pri- 
vately owned sea-plane, had 
broken It's moorings In Link- 
horn Bay and was washed a 
shore Into the woman's front 
yard. Location of the plane's 
owner solved the problem. 

Another example of the type 
calls recleved in the Commun- 
ications Center is illustrated 
in one woman's call asking

Land Found Guilty of Murder, Rape 



Peter Edward Land has been 
found guilty for the second time 
of the 1967 murder and rape 
of Mrs. Carol J. Dorschel wiUi 
the convicting jury recommend- 
ing sentences of life imprison- 
ment on each conviction. 

A Circuit Court of nine men 
and three women returned the 
verdict, and fixed Land's 
punishment, after four hours 
of deliberation last Friday in 
the culmination of a four day 
trial. 

Judge Robert S. Wahab, Jr., 
delayed imposition of 
sentencing to allow Land's at- 
torney's time to appeal the 
decision. Wahab also granted 
Land's request that he be re- 
turned to the State Penitentiary, 
rather than be detained in the 
Virginia Beach City Jail, while 
he awaits the outcome of the 
appeal. 

Land, 38, had been found 
guilty in 1968 of rape and mur- 
der in the death of the 23 year 
old woman and sentenced to 
life in prison on each con- 
viction and ordered Land re- 



tried on the charges. 

The woman's body was dis- 
covered Dec. 18, 1967, in a mud 
filled ditch along Laskin Road 
in the London Bridge region a 



week after she was last seen 
alive. Land was arrested in 
connection with her death 
shortly after the discovery of 
her body.

On January 12, about a week 
after he was arrested, all of 
his bedding and linens were 
taken from him. He could 
neither shave nor shower. He 
was never told why this was 
done. And he still doesn't know. 

The youth he saw beaten is 
the son of the fearful mother. 
The man knows neither one. He 
only knew the youth's last name. 
The mother says her son who 
is in on a drug-related charge, 
has been beaten at least twice 
and that all efforts to ease the 
situation have failed. She has 
sought help from officials at 
all levels. The mother doesn't 
know why her son has t>een 
singled out for such treatment. 

It may be because he is at- 
tempting to write an account 
of what he has seen and suffered, 
she said. "I think the crack- 
down on his cell was because 
of the article he was working 
on," she said. The man said 
he saw papers, "they looked 
like letters", fall from the 
youth's arms when he was 
l)eaten. 

The mother has been harr- 
assed and persecuted for nearly 
three years, she said. She 
has even been threatened with 
arrest herself if she doesn't 
"quit causing trouble." Her 
son is trying to "roll with the 
punches" she said. "He told 
me he could take the bruises. 
And in his last letter he said 
not to worry f don't think ttiey'U 
kill me, Mom'," she said. 

The younger boy who yelled 
out the window was arrested on 
drug charges. He spent 57 
days awaiting trial then the 
charges were dismissed, he 
said. He was later charged with 
other' drug counts. During his 
first stay he lost 36 pounds, 
not from lack of food (that 
has never been a compUdnt) 
but from frigttt and worry, he 
said. 

He said that a can of orange 
juice was fcwnd in one of the 
cells and, as punishment, all 
the windows and doors were 
closed and the heat turned up 



for ^ut six tours, "It wal 
in July and we timost routed," 
he said. 

TiM man related an opposite 
tectlc...all the doors tod wln<^ 
dows were q?ened and men were 
forced to stand nude infreeilng 
temperatures. 

Many of Uie stories from 
various individuals interviewed 
the past few months {x^nt to 
similar inddents... waiting fw 
two and three days for toilet 
tissue; receiving only portions 
of materials and tuf^ies 
brought them; not having all 
belongings returned when they 
are freed; provocation by the 
guards to indte trouble among 
Uie prisoners; and many more. 

The man, despite his own 
precarious situation, volun- 
teered to help, to testify, if 
need be, to bring the jail pro- 
blem to light. 

"I've got nothing to lose," 
he said. "I'm already a 3- 
time loser and nothing's going 
to help me. But I want people 
to know what's going on. May- 
be, somehow, I can help those 
kids still in there."

TN Planning Comnnlsslon 
wot reminded Tuesday It Is 
"not Infallible", that it could 
make mistakes, and ^he reck- 
less and seemingly detached 
manner in which the commis- 
sioners handled the new sign 
ordinance certainly proved the 
warning to be correct. 

A big mistake hasbeenmade. 
Not only in the last -minute 
changes in the ordinance Itself 
but in the way it was ram- 
roded through without prior 
public notice of the revisions. 

The signboard controversy 
has been raging for months. 
Groups, large and small, and 
private citizens alike have left 
little doubt as to their vehe- 
ment opposition to unsightly 
advertising boards along the 
Expressway and other major 
thoroughfares. They have used 
every possible means in letting 
the commission know that the 
people want Virginia Beach to 
retain its natural beauty, to 
set it apart from more com- 
mercialized resort cities. 

The Planning Commission 
was well aware of the outrage 
Tuesday's action would bring. 
They had achieved an ordinance 
acceptable to all\ides, a mi- 
raculous accomplishment, and 
had properly advertised it for 
public hearing. Eight days be- 
fore it was to be presented 
for action, they revised the 
draft and gitered much of its 
concept. 

The ordinance approved 
Tuesday was the revised ver- 
sion, unanimously endorsed by 
the commission despite cries 
of protest from the Council 



cees, Council of Women's 
of Civic Organizations. Jay- 
Clubs, League of Women Vo- 
ters, Beautification Commis- 
sion, Environmental Council of 
Students from Old Dominion 
University and many others. 
Their cries fell on deaf ears. 

What is involved in this par- 
ticular situation extends far 
beyond the eventual effects of 
the ordinance. The revisions 
can only please those who stand 
to profit from sign construction. 
But the real violation, as we 
see it, is the way in which 
this regulatory body presented 
one document to the public then 
approved a totally different one. 
it almost appears as if the 
draft of March 3 was merely 
a diversionary move, a means 
of quieting the opposition to 
clear the way for an ordinance 
thecommission knew would not 
be acceptable. 

Tuesday's action wqs atra- 
mental body, especially one not 
elected by the people, should 
set Itself up as judge and jury 
unless legally authorized to do 
so. It the Planning Commission 
planned to vote on the revised 
ordinance, then the people had 
a right to.be informed. If the 
Planning Commission merely 
passed the problem on to City 
Council, then they are shirk- 
ing their responsibility. 

Regardless of the reason be- 
hind the Planning Commission's 
move, and any logical reason 
escapes us, the people have been 
deceived and ignored. And that 
is a dangerous threat to the 
citizens' rights. ^ 



Laws Are Too Quick 



In light of some of the things 
that have happened in Virginia 
Beach in recent weeks it might 
be well for City Council to 
consider an ammendment to the 
City Code stipulating that all 
ordinances require a second 
reading and that all ordinances 
t>e advertised exactly as they 
will be presented for vote. 

We refer, naturally, to the 
Planning Commission's action 
on a proposed sign ordincRKe 
which was approved after un- 
publicized revisions were 
made. Even though the commis- 
sion does not have the final 
say-so, it appears highly un- 
ethical to vote on one version 
of a policy-making document 
when another version has been 
presented to the public. 

But we also refer to City 
Council's approval a few weeks 
ago of a group of five ordi- 
nances designed to control 
summer problems at the resort, 
primarily withthe young people. 
Among the ordinances was the 
new curfew law, prohibiting 
anyone under eighteen years of 
age to be on the streets between 
12:01 and 5 a.m. 

When the curfew ordinance 
was presetted in informal 
•tssion, Council indicated to the 
City Attormy that the hour 



perhaps be changed to i a.m. 
rather than 12:01 ar)d all news 
media at the meeting believed 
that the change had been noted 
on the ordinance draft. It was 
publicized as such. Only one 
week was allowed for publi- 
city before the ordinance was 
officially approved. No correc- 
tions were made public during 
that ,week. 

The point is not the curfew, 
nor the hour. The point is, if 
the people must adhere* to a 
law they have a right to know 
what that law is. Even if they 
are under eighteen years of 
age. They should be allowed 
some time to digest and under- 
stand a new ordinances, to 
become familiar with /Its re- 
strictions. 

Most of the city's \young 
people were unaware 
new laws went into 
immediately upon approval 
iroWLQlty Council, even though 
they ware most affected by their 
enforcement. Most adult ci- 
tizens were, in fact, unaware 
of the immediacy. 

It may not be feasible to 
hold public hearings on ail new 
or cffnmended ordinances but 
it does stand to reason that 
more tinw and more publicity 
be given before they are put 
Into effect. .

pose; operating funds and re- 
juvenated lawns. 

6. An american flag, raised 
and lowered by a teen-ager.

ties and responsibilities. 

7. We cooperate with the gar- 
den club In their annual blocks 
party supper. This gives us an 
opportunity to meet new comers 
and not so nearby nei^^bors. 

J3. Our committee worte 
closely with the vartous city 



departments animal and traffic 
control, zoning laws and all 
other departments relating to 
our problems in order to help 
all of the residents.

Marr blamed the inddent w 
forced segregation of the jail— 
tile youth accused of sodomy 
was blade while tte victim was 
white— and on slow emvt ac- 
tion which had overcrowded the 
Jail. 

"I was forced to do what I 
had to do," he said, "and I 
want the public to know what 
te going on." 

He was made by federal au- 
thorities to fully integrate the 
jail in 48 hours, even tlK>u^ 
"for IS years I kept them se- 
gregated", he said. 

The 17-year-old was {daced in 
tiie Tidewater Juvenile Home 
in Chesapeake in November and 
was transferred to Virginia 
Beach City Jail in January "be- 
cause tlKy couldn't handle 
him", Marr said. The youth 
already had caused similar pro- 
blems in Chesapeake, the 
sheriff explained. 

"That WS0 the reason they 
put him in our Jail," he said, 
"but I wasn't tokl what tiie pro- 
blems were. Now I'm the goat." 

The overcrowded conditions, 
which force the integration of 
Juveniles and adults, are due 
to slow court action, he said, 
and cited one youth who has 
been in there since last August 
and will not even co^ie to trial 
until June and of another who 
has been in there for about 
six months. 

"They Just idle them in onus 
and we have no fadllUes to 
care for then," Marr said. "If 
they'd put these cases throui^ 
court we wouldn't have the situ- 
ation we have today." 

He explained that the prl- 
so^rs are confined to their 
cells for the duration of their 
stay because the jail is not 
equl|;q?ed to provide exercise 
or recreation. 

He blamed Del. Richard D. 
Guy, Councilman Reld Ervln, 
who was out of town Monday, 
the Jayctes and Jaycec Bob 
Warren for the imfavorable pub- 
lidty iM and the jail bad re- 
vived.

Judge White told Mrs. 
Yoimger ths^ no evidence had 
bedt praiented during the hear- 
ing that Younger was beatMi, 
OS (^MTwiife injured during his 
stay in tiw City Jail. 

If*, fawd Younger guilty d 
the charge of being drunk in 
public and lined him $10 and 
oourt costs. 

As Younger prepared to leave 
tiie courtroom Judge White ad- 
vised him "when yw go to Jail 
the naid time yon bitter learn 
how to behave".

The C 4 p Telephone Com- 
pany of Virginia has asked the 
State Corporation Commission 
for its first statewide rate in- 
crease in more than 13 years. 
A hearing has been set for 
September. 

Lee Tait, vice president and 
general manager, declared, "C 
k p's current earnings are 
clearly Inadequate in the econo- 
mic environment in which we 
now operate. We must attract 
enough new cafdtal to build the 
facilities necessary to provide 
good communitcatlons service 
for existing and new cus- 
tomers," he noted, "and we 
need higher earnings to permit 
us to attract this capital and 
to maintain our financial 
health." 

Effect of the proposal would 
be to raise C&P's annual in- 
come by $21 million a year, 
after taxes. To net this figure, 
file company needs to increase 
ratef approximately $42 million 
anniully. 

The request calls for in- 
creases in monthly charges to 
residence and business cus- 
tomers. In Virginia Beach, 
according to C&P's manager, 
Floyd Patridc, individual line 
residence rate will increase 
from $7.00 to $8.30 per month. 
Two-party residence service 
will go "from $.5.75 to $6.90. 
The proposed rate for indivi- 
dual line business service in- 
creases from $16.75 to $22.45 
per month. 

The company said that 
charges for long distance calls, 
within the state, include a nickel 
increase for the initial 3-min- _ 
ute period on most customer- 
dialed calls. Proportionately 
smaller increases apply for 
evening, night and weekend 
calls. A new one-minute, cus- 
tomer-dialed, station-to- 
station night rate will be in- 
troduced. Tbe largest in- 
creases win apply to long dis- 
tance calls placed through an 
operator. 

C&P's rate request also In- 
clwles increased charges for 
connecting, moving or changing 
telephone service and a monthly 
diarge for customers who do 
not want ttieir phone numbers 
listed in the directory. 

"Two words - inflatlm and 

growth," Talt explained, "sum 

up our need tot higher rates. 

Since 1957 we've spent over 

•IkbilUoo In new facilities to 



file inroaito of inflation. 

"Actually, during that 13- 
year stretdi, our prices for 
basic telephone service have 
remained virtually unchanged, 
while long distance rates in 
Virginia have declined. 

"But, we cannot contimie 
to offset the effects of in- 
flation through the application 
<A technological advances or 
increased productivity. We 
need iicreasingly larger sums 
of cai^tal to provide the type 
and quality of communications 
services our customers require 
and expect." 

Tait said C&P's construction 
and iminrovement programs for 
the next five years call for 
expenditures of nearly $3-1/2 
million each week.

Cliy MonMjAi:. Roger Soott 
may have trouble balancing his 
checkbook after City Council 
gets through with the proposed 
1971-72 municipal budget. 

The budget as submitted by 
Scott Is based on new or ex- 
ponded taxes, aimed primarily 
at businesses, to off- set the 
city's Increased operating costs 
rother than raising real estate 
and personal property tax rates. 

Homeowners ar^, of course, 
more than pleased with this 
arrangement. Businessmen 
are, of course, less than liappy 
with It. The only thing that 
everyone seems to agree on Is 
the obvious need for additional 
revenue so that the city can 
keep abreast of Its growing 
responsibilities. 

Members of council indicated 
Monday at the first budget hear- 
ing that some of the new taxes 
may be lowered and that some 
moy even fall at the wayside. 
At the same time, howe\^r, 
council approved on first read- 
ing the unincreased real estate 
and personal property tax ratf . 
The public can only surmise 
now that the proposed budget 
Is in for some rather drastic 
reductions. 

The financial document. Is a 
rather Ingenlus plan and, as 
a whole. Is quite sound. But 



the points made Monday cer- 
tainly had merit. Taxation on 
rental property, for Instance, 
would somewhat equalize the 
costs of services required by 
multi-family residences. A tax 
on this type income appears 
Just. But an additional ten dolior 
fee per unit could forseeably 
cause financial strain on owners 
of lower Income rental pro- 
perty. The same Is true In the 
surtax on the business license 
fees. There is merit in «ach 
of these proposals but perhaps 
the approach, or basis of de- 
termining the fees, is wrong. 
City Council apparently is 
aware of these discrepancies 
and is making a thorough study 
of the effects each proposal 
will have. They are obviously 
weighing carefully whether a 
tax on participating sports, 
youngsters' bowling leagues, 
for Instance, ^s a just move 
or whether the resort will, 
In truth, suffer from a tax 
on lodging and restaurant 

dining. 

Ifs no wonder council 
couldn't approve the entire 
budget on first reading Monday. 
There are too many factors 
yet to be considered, it would 
appear at this p^int, however, 
that a certain amount of trim- 
ming is inevitable.

When King's Grant Garden

The sky was cloudless, the 
sun brilliant when Janet Werndli 
conducted the meeting-at the 
mid-p(^t of a day's excursion 
into the inscrutable Disiqal 
Swamp. 

Nibbling on sandwiches, sip- 
ping cokes, they put into office, 
along with Mrs. Werndli, Mrs. 
C.E. Lovell, first vice pre- 
sident; Mrs. D. G. Hager, 
second vice president; Mrs. R. 
C. Wllmer, secretary; Mrs. 
William Barnes, treasurer. 

Watching from the shore were

Laws Not Answer 

to Utopia: Whitehurst 



C^rtfsman G. William 
WliMttanrt, la one of bis first 
ipfNNiMicts tore sine* tiwist)- 
pMtd miiportlonneiit plan 
il^eh imM place Virginia 
B«a^ iB bis federal Second 
Dlrtriet, told tte Virginia Beach 
Board (rf Realtors Tbursdi^ 
tbat Amerletns, espedally ttie 
jomi, are attempting to make 
Utofila a reality throui^ ttie 
Maetmeirt of laws. 

Tbis new spirit, which he said 
was spawned bjr television, has 
idacad tmtSu pressure upon go- 
vernment, primarily at the fe- 
deral level. 

"Tte hundreds of federal 
proframs emcted over the past 
10 years stand as monuments 
to this impulse," he told tte 
larfa group. "It has come as 
something of a shock that Uto- 
pia nnnot te Iwught nor given 
Mrth simply by tte passage oi 
^ laws." He cited Medicare whidi 
^ted been designed to take care 
'at Q» medii^ needs of tte 
^ elderly but has driven up me- 
'dieal costs "at a rate ttet is 
; staggering." 

• "I'm not at all sure how we 
*are going to get it through 
•people's heads ttet a concoc- 
-tton of legislation and money 
•doesn't mcessarlly mean in- 
•stant bigness," be said. "Far 
-more planning ought to go into 



achieving social and economic 
goals. Certainly a great deal 
has been accomplished toward 
ending hunger and want, but we 
teve also built up our frus- 
trations, {Mirticularly among 
those who have bteen the re- 
cipients of this largesse. Few 
of the promises made have been 
fulfilled up to tteir expecta- 
tions." 

As for the Vietnam War, 
Whitehurst said "We see in 
the war the coming together of 
all our frustrations: the fruit- 
less expenditure of blood (55, 
000 American lives) in a war 
that is anything but a crusade, 
and the waste of resources 
($100 bilUon) that could have 
been used for tte realization 
of Utopia." The war is neither 
teneficial as its proponents 
claim nor as bad as its cri- 
tics say. 

President Nixon's plan of 
withdrawal is "responsive to 
tlie needs of the time", he said, 
fitting in with tte larger scheme 
of foreign policy "in which the 
defense of freedom is shared 
more equitably by our friends 
and allies." 

"Unfortunately, disillusion- 
ment over tte war has pro- 
duced a reaction against foreign 
commitment of any kind," 
Whitehurst said. It is still too 



^u-ly to determine whether 
America's involvement in Viet- 
nam "will pay off in terms 
of freedom's surviving ttere," 
te said, but tte outcome, 
coupled with severe economic 
troubles, could influence the 
reaction in this country. "Tte 
charge upon us all is to try 
to retain some degree of sta- 
bility in our thirudng and in 
our actions," he said.

Viri^nla Beach is, in teet, 
one of only eii^t cities throu^- 
out the country to boast a soft- 
ball team, the Pile-Drivers. 
The otiier cities are Long Is- 
tand, Detroit, Yoric (Pa.), 
Columbus (Ga.), Pittsburg, To- 
ledo and Milwaukee. 

The local games, as well 
as the Azalea slow-fitch tourn- 
ament on May 28-30 and the 
National League Tournament 
July 3-5, will be played at the 
Oceana Softball Field, for which 
City Council recently aiqproved 
$7,500 for improvements. 

Virginia Beach organizers of 
the team are Johnny M. Strick- 
land and A. L. Bonney Jr, with 
TomjPfck as field manager. 
Strickland and Bonney were pri- 
marily instrumental in obtain- 
ing tte city funds for the field 
to iMiild a press box and con- 
cession stand and install a pub- 
lic address system. The field 
was already in existance under 
Qie city's Department of Parks 
and Recreation. 

The city, of course, hopes to 
reap some benefits from its 
investment in the housing of 
the 60 or more visiting players 
as well as national publicity. 
ABC's "Wide World of Sports" 
has contracted to televise at 
least one game, possibly the 
league tournament here. The 
network may llso televise the 
league championship finals. All 
gate proceeds (|1 per person) 
will finance diarteriDgfour air- 
planes for transporting the 
teams to games and pay for 
their housing.

Gary Jordan, with 50 home runs 
to his credit in 1970 when he 
was only part-time; Henry 
Cpoper, with a 1970 record of 
550 hits and 40 home runs;

Most Valuable Player in 1968; 
his brother, Unwood Strick- 
land, who batted 565 with 31 
home runs last year; and Bill 
Ross, with 500 hits and 29 home 
runs on his 1970 record.

Council Holds Off on 
Budget Approval 



The School Board had plamkad 
Tuesday to discuss its 1971-72 
budget but they had nothing 
to work with— City Council 
on Monday had deferred action 
on a first j^^^ of jhe pro- 

"We were Idlng to discuss 
the status ofthe school budget," 
Superintendent E. E. Brickell 
told the board, "but that status 
is kind of quo right now." 

The nearly $56.8 city budget 
also appears to be in a quo 
status witii council until it is 
more certain of what affects 
the proposed new taxes mi^t 
have. 

Council did approve on first 
reading, however, the unin- 
creased real estate and per- 
sonal property tax rates and 
the change in the billing date 
aa these taxes f^om December 
to Jtne. This was done pri- 
marily so that the bills could 
be processed in time to meet 
the June deadlliM. 

In order to keep the real 
estate and personal prq;)erty 
tax rates on tiie same level 
as ttiey have been for die past 



two years. City Manager Roger 
Scott has introduced in the pro- 
posed budget a number of new 
taxes which hopefully will off- 
set the city's spirallng qiera- 
tlngcosts: 

flMse iBclud^ a $10 fee for 
each rental unit plus a 1 per 
cent tax of the gross revenue 
of spurtment owners; an in- 
crease ft-om 5 to 10 per cent 
In the entertainment tax with 
a broader range in the defli^- 
tion of "amusement or enter- 
tainment"; a 10 per cent sur- 
charge on business licenses; 
a $15 per-lot charge to trailer 
park owners and 6 per cent of 
the gross revenue; and a utility 
equalization charge. In addition 
to these, coundl has proposed 
an increase in tiie tax on lodg- 
ing and restuirant dining from 
1 to 2 per cent. 

Nearly all of the proposed 
new and increased taxes were 
opposed at Mcmday's meeting 
idth 11 spokesmen i^qwaring 
before coundl: Norris Halpern, 
representing Tidewater Asto- 
datlon of Home Builders; at- 
torney Calvin r 
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ing commerdal property ow- 
ners; builder Lee Glftord; real 
estate executive R(A>ert C. 
Goodman; Terry Corp. execu- ^ 
tive Fred Napolitanoi CtwrJiiii 
Gardner, r^resentti^ tiie Iqof 
keepers Assodation; WilUam 
Ward, Norfolk Bowling Asso- 
dation; Mrs. Jean Poole, chali^* 
man at tiie Coundl of Civic 
Organization's budget commit- 
tee; trailer park owner Russell 
Chaplain; John Waller, pres- 
ident, Virgida Beach Festival 
Park; and Bdsby S. Morgan, 
Wilder Theatres. 

Most agreed ttiat ttie dty 
must have additional revenue 
and had no objections to in- 
creased taxes providing they 
were "fair and equal", not

Condemned Hotel Damaged by Fire 



The Beach Plaza Hotel, In 
the 2200 block of Atlantic Ave- 
nue, was extensively damaged 
early Tuesday morning by fires 
which apparently were deliber- 
ately started In two different 
areas of the building. 

An investigation into the 
cause of the fire by fire In- 
vestigators W. H. Cartwri^t 
and J. E. Hundley Indicate Uie 
fires orglnated In the portion 
of the first floor which was 
formerly used as living quar- 
ters by the hotel manager, and 
along the staircase connecting 
the four floors of the hotel. 

Remains of small containers, 
similar to the type used for 
gasoline, were found at the 
foot of the staircase in the 



oceanfront lobby of the build- 
ing and on a landing between 
the second and third floor of 
the hotel. A mattress which 
apparently had been used to 
prop open the door leading from 
the staircase was found on the 
fourth floor. It's charred re- 
mains contained heavy odors 
similar to those given off by 
gasoline. There were also 
Indications that gasoline had 
been spread along Ute staircase. 
The fires which damaged the 
area formerly housing the hotel 
managers living quarters were 
apparently started by setting 
mattresses afire. This area 
wu some distance from the 
lobby and staircase, ami there 
is no indicatl(»i of the fires 
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In the different locations being 
assodated with each other. 

The fire was reportedly dis- 
covered by a private dtlzen 
wbo notified the fire dispatchers 
office by phone at 5:54 a.m.. 
Men of ttie Beach Borough Fire 
Department arrived i^ the scene 
approximately one minute later. 

Chief E. B. Bayne Indicated 
that as he arrived at the scene 
flames were visible through 
windows of the upper three 
floors of the hotel and that dense 
smoke was billowing from the 
building. Bayne immediately 
sent out a call for additional 
fire fighters, which was ans- 
wered not only by paid per- 
sonnel but volunteers as well 
as men of Civil Defense Fire 
Department. 

ire men remained at the 
scehr'taf-itie alarm until 7:15 
a.m. and hai£No return to the 
hotel for another 45 minutes 
when a rekindling of the stair- 
case fire was discovered at 
8:52 a.m. 

Although firemen had to enter 
the building through windows 
moving through large areas of 
broken glass there were no 
reports of injuries among any 
of them. 

The City Building Inspectors 
issued a notice of condefhnatlon 
of the building last Sept. 15, 
which was based on the struc- 
ture being unsafe for occupancy 
and a fire hazard. Windows 
and doors leading into the base- 
ment ami ground floor of the 
hotel were boarded up shortly 
thereafter. 

Although the building was 
supposedly vacant for the past 
seven months an inspection of 
the building Tuesday morning 
after the fire lead to discovery 
of clothing and personal effects 
in a number of j-oofKl^f the 
hotel, and irKUcations that the 
building had been occupied with- 
in the i»st several days.

City Manager Roger Scott Is 
obviously aware of the need for 
osslstance In many of his re- 
sponsibilities and those of his 
staff. Jt is not uncommon for

to serve the people who elected on certain issues, especially 

them to office. This, after all, \those which might draw the most 
is a basic principle of the 
City Council -City Manager 
form of government. 



Neither the Federal nor State 
governments allows one per- 
son to establish salaries, ex- 
pend capital funds without an 
accounting or tamper with a 
budget approved by elected 
legislative bodies. The Gover- 
nor of Virginia cannot approve 
an unbudgeted salary increase 
without the approval of theState 
Budget Control Boord. 

Is it unreasonabit, theo, that 
Virginia Beach City Council 
would seek more information 
on administration of the tax 
payer's money; that it be al- 
lowed to work with the City Man- 
ager in handling some of his 



oublic criticism. Herecogh|zes 
the need for authoritative back- 
ing from the elected officials. 

Councilman Callis has pri- 
marily spelled out, in the six 
omendments, some of the prac- 
tices already customary. Some 
of the councllmen made note 
of this Monday, yet turned 
around and called the changes 
"politically motivated". 

If Robert Callis was "poli- 
tically motivated" in placing 
council in a better, niore in- 
tonm4d po9t$km to represent 
the people of Virginia Beach, 
then the city could usep little 
mere such motivation. And we 
believe that, once the smoke 
clears, those who now throw 
darts will realize the advant- 
ages to these udmendm^s. 



Promises^ Promises 



The advertising slogan 
"Promise her anything, but give 
her Arpege" kept popping to 
mind Monday as City Council 
faced for the final time, a 
long^pending permit to dig a 
borrow pit to a deeper depth. 

Certoiniy the pit operators 
promised the adjoining and 
near-by property owners nearly 
everything, but it's doubtful they 
will get perfume. 

We have deliberately avoided 
comment on this partlcutlar 
issue because it appeared the 
city was tapping every concelv- 
oble source of information be- 
fore making a decision. And 
we recognize It as a most 
complex situation. Material 
must a be pumped from such 
pits for necessary road con- 
struction and it seems logical 
thot one deep pit is more de- 
sirdble than many pits of lesser 
depth. 

But If that pit has already 
caused water problems, some 
supposedly so severe that water 
is unfit for human consumption, 
tlwi comideration must be 
given. The big quest ion has been 
whether the problems directly 
relate ^ operation of the pit. 
This Is a question no layman 
can answer. It d^nands the 
odvlce of experts.

problems. Yet, test wells have 
shown erratic water levels. 
Authorities engaged by the pro- 
perty owners have stated the 
pit is at fault. The layman can 
only be confused. 

We could care less about 
the thousands of dollars in re- 
venue the pit will generate. 
We care about the people who 
are suffering untold Inconvenl- 
onces from lack of sufficient, 
and unusable, water. Many of 
these people, those InNewiight, 
for instance, can little afford 
the financial burden of this 
problem. We recognize and 
sympathize with their plight. 

Council approved this appli- 
cation with an unbelievably long 
list of promises from the com- 
pany to make everything right 
IF the pit is proven detrinriental 
to property owners. One can 
forsee a steady stream of liti- 
gation in establishing this fact. 

It was never determined sa- 
tisfactorily whether the areas 
had suffered water problems 
prior to pumping operations. 
That is the doubt that plagues 
us. It would seem more a matter 
for a geologist than an efiglneer. 
Wltfwut that final authoHtotlve 
decision, the question remolns. 

Hi a situation as complex 
OS tMe, council would hove done 
weff to seek o report from en 
unbiosed geologist, before 
mokfng oflnordecislon.

The Virginia Beach Horse Show, the major fund 
raising project for the Auxiliary to the General 
Hospital of Virginia Beach, will celebrate its 10th 
birthday Saturday by moving into the recently finished 
Princess Anne Park. 

Mayor Donald H. Rhodes will officially cut the 
ribbon to the new 30-acre park during the two-day 
show which annually draws the best horses and hores- 
men from the Virginia Beach area. 

The park, located at the intersection of Princess 
Anne and Landstown Roads, boasts a 150-foot by 
300-foot horse arena and grandstaiids that seat 
4,000. The show opens with hunter competition at 
8:30 a.m.

As any working woman knows, 
in grandmothers day. Heaven 
protected the working girl. All 
the working wife bad going for 
her was the 19th Amendment— 
which gave women the right to 
vote. This is not too surpris- 
ing, when you consider that dur- 
ing 1920, only one out of 10 
married women were in the 
country's labor force. 

In fad, in grandma's time, 
a woman who combined a Job 
with keeping house, and maybe 
child-caring, was often looked 
upon with the interest usually 
reserved for a novelty act on 
flie vaudeville drcuit. What was 
surprising was not to see it 
done well, but that it was done 

at all. 

Hiingi have certainly picked 
up since then. In 1970 working 
woflMn made up no less than 
41 per oeirt of the married 
female population. The figure 
Just 10 years earlier was 31 
per cent. 



How does ttie average wo- 
man worker of today differ from 
her counterpart of 50 years 
ago? 

For one thing, she is more 
apt to be a Ufl^ s^ool frado- 
ate and to have gone beyond that 
to college. She Is also more 
likely to be a clerical worker. 
A half-cmtury ago, she would 
probably have worked in a f!ac- 
tory. 

Most importantly, she Ins a 
great many more cqiportimlties 
in dioosing a career— from as- 
tronomy to space-selling— than 
me working wife (tf 80 years 
ago had. Also, if asked bow 
she mantra to combine mar- 
riage and a Job, she is more 
qjt to bristle, and wonder tew 
come nobody ever asks a man 
that. 

Women StlU Make Less 

If she sometimes feels Out 
her Job situation Is still loss 
Uian ported she is frequei^ly 



right. According to the govern- 
ment's own figures, women tend 
to make »t least |3,500 on the 
average less ttian men— and 
sometimes at the same Jobs. 

OmpoisA most everyone a- 
grees on: a working wife can 
be a ded(M flnandal asset 
to her family, 

A married woman with a Job 
Is Ukely to add at least an 
additional $2,000 to fUnlly In- 
come, and often more. 

Moreover, fiie worUi^ wife 
brinp home o^r valuable m- 
sets. One is her groiqi life 
Insurance— idiidi would help to 
replace her earnings, should 
somettting h^ven to her. Then, 
there Is her groiqi healfii in- 
surance, wUdi frequently ex- 
tends her family's protedionby 
sunOemenling her husband's 
eoverage. 

In addition, each quarter- 
year the wife works she buikls 
credits toward Sodal Security 
for later years. 

And to think they all laughed 
the first time a woman punched 
a ttme card!

Reid Ervin made a substitute 
motion asking that items 1 
through 5 be rescinded as a 
package and that item 6 be 
approved "with the understand- 
ing that in lieu of a percentage 
decrease we worked toward 
directing the City Manager and 
school board for revisions 
which will be brought back to 
Council for action." 

Ervln's substitute was de- 
feated 6 to 5, clearing the wt^ 
for the individual voting. Dis- 
senting Councilmen on this 
motion were Callis, Ferrell, 
Dusch, HoUSnd, Tebault and 
Waterfield. 

There were a few slight ex- 
changes between Councilmen 
during the meeting but basically 
it remained orderly.
